ANNOUNCES HIM 


And the Pliant Office Holders Are Expected 
to Swing Their Delegations Into Line 
for Him— Washington News. 


WasHinaton, D. C., July 20.—[Special.]— 
Superintendent Robert P. Porter, in a long 


pe double leaded dispatch tothe New York Press, 


the mouthpiece of the administration, an- 
mounces authoritatively this morning that Pres- 
dent Harrison is a candidate for renomination, 

The announcement is put in the mouth of 
Marsha! Ramsdall, MHarrison’s particular 
friend, who dilates to the extent of several 
columns upon the numerous public and pri- 
yate virtues of his chief. 

The article is unsigned, but is known tohave 
heen written by Porter, and is taken as a sort 
of public notice served on Harrison's appoint- 
ees, two years in advance, that they will be 
expected to swing their delegations at the 
next national republican convention for the 
man who appointed them to office. 

THE WHITE HOUSE DRAL. 

All Washington is discussing the plunge 
@hich the occupants of the white house have 
taken into surburban real estate speculations. 
Not one word of explanation has yet been 
given out officially, but the friends of the 
Harrison family have been assiduously spread- 
ing the report that the president knew nothing 
whatever of the purchases until he read the 
accounts in newspapers. The syndicate of 
men who own the picturesque region known as 
Glen Echo heights, which includes several old 
stagers who have successfully managed other 
advertising dodges, have not been slow to 
avail themselves of the advertising caused 
by the publication of white house 


investments, and are preparing 
to goahead promptly with their scheme of 
improvements. Although not one citizen in a 
thousand had heard of Glen Echo until 
Thursday last, the Conduit road leading to the 


little cafe that has been erected at Glen Echo 


was crowded with vehicles today, carrying the 
curious to the scene of the white honse specu- 
lation. The Glen Echo boomers have already 
derived substantial benetits from letting the 
president’s family in on the ground floor. 
GOVERNMENT FAVORS COMING. 

A bill was yesterday reported to the senate 
granting the right of way to the Metropolitan 
Southern Railway company through the. gov- 
ernment property adjoining the reseryoir at 
the terminus of the aqueduct that 
runs under the conduit road. The 
Metropolitan railroad will cross the Conduit 
road, skirt the borders of the Potomac until it 
reaches its terminus in the immediate vicinity 
of the $20,000 worth of property which Mrs. 
Harrison purchased for $1. This charter 
is doubtless the beginning of such a system of 
improvemeuts consisting of smooth roads, 
handsome bridges, electric cars, etc., as will 
quickly convert Mrs. Harrison’s real estate 
into a very valuable piece of property. In 
view of her recent utterances as to the impro- 
priety of doing just what she has unblushingly 
done, she and her speculating companions, 
both men and women, are being both criti- 
cized and ridiculed here. 

THE FORCE BILL. 

The senate republican caucus committee 
has been at work every day this week prepar- 
ing a substitute force bill, to be passed by the 
senate in place of the Reed-Lodge bill. They 
are to report this toa caucus to be held some 
time next week. Senators Spooner and Hoar 
are the men who are doing the leading work 
in preparing the bill, and it will probably bear 
Senator Spooner’s name. 

Such republican senators as Spooner, Hoar, 
Sherman, Chandler and Ingalls say the bill is 
certain to pass the senate at this session, and 
will becoine operative in time for the Novem- 
ber congressional elections. The majority of 
democrats are also confident that the bill will 
be rushed through, notwithstanding their ob- 
jections. However, there are some democrats 
who do not believe the bill will ever pass. 

Senator Pugh, of Alabama, is gne of these. 

“The conservative element of the repub- 
lican party is against the bill,’’ said he this 
afternoon. “It is the politicians who want it. 
The republican members of the house wanted 
it to insure their re-election. The senators 
took at itina different light. One-third of 
the republican séhators, I believe, are opposed 
toit. They believe it to be bad politics, and 
they are not willing to vote forit in the face 
of the protests of the ‘capitalists and manu- 
facturers who have interests in the south, and 


who subscribe to their campaign fund. If it~ 


were before the senate for a vote today, they 
would be compelled to pass it, but my opinion 
is that the conservative senators will see that 
the bill is smothered. No, I do not believe it 
Will ever be voted on. E. W.B.

M’LISS IN BARRATRY. 


tule of a Demi-Monde Queen Becoming 
Irksome, 


WHEELING, W. Va., July 20.— The first ar- 
rest on a warrant for barratry under the com- 
mon law ever made in this state was made yes- 
terday. The defendant is M’liss McGumphrey, 
queen of the demi-monde, who has practically 
run the city for several years, and the com- 
plainant is the state. M’liss has, by the in- 
timidation of witnesses and by causing the ar- 
rest on trumped up charges of any person 
against whom she happens to bear malice, 
made herself the terror of the courts and of 
the community, and has been’ able to carry on 
her own business with a high hand. 

Recently she has been prosecuting people 
who have not found fayor in her eyes, and has 
caused them an endless amount of trouble by 
creating strife and encouraging litigation. To 
gratify private vengeance she has. not stopped 
even at intimidating law officers. It is 
charged that she has some of them completely 
in her power. 

Every effort to stop her high-handed game 
has failed. As a last resort, the present bar- 
ratry proceedings were begun, and it is hoped 
that under them the rule of one of the most 
daring adventuresses in the state will be in- 
terrupted. The case attracts considerable at- 
tention.

THE WOUND A BAD ONE. 


How Wallace O'Donnell Got Himself Into 
Trouble. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 20.—[Special.] 
Wallace O’ Donnell, a man prominent in labor 
circles, accidentally shot himself today, in- 
flicting a probably fatal wound. His wife and 
children had gone to spend the day with 
friends. After they had gone, he thought 
that he would clean an old rusty pistol, which 
had been lying on the mantel shelf for some 
years. It is a breechloader, and in the ordi- 
nary way he tried to separate the barrel from 
the haridle, but the rust had so firmly joined 
them together that he found he would have to 
use greater force. Placing the barrel of the 
pistol against his abdomen and stooping over, 
he attempted to wrest them apart. His sleeve 
caught the trigger of the pistol, the hammer 
was raised and the pistol was fired. The ball 
penetrated the stomach and into the back.

THE MURDERED ENGINEER, 


Vandevander Supposed to Have Been Killed 
by His Fireman. 


PittsBpuraG, Pa., July 20.—A special from 
Van Wert, Ohio, says: The shocking murder 
of Engineer Vandevander of the Cincinrati, 
Jackson and Mackinaw railroad while on his 
engine, and the probable fatal wounding of 
his fireman, Sam Roadhouse, resulted today in 
the arrest of the latter, charged with the crime. 
He protests his innocence and sticks to his 
first statement that they were both assaulted 
byunknown men. They were known to have 
been quarreling for several days, and the de- 
tective’s theory is that Vandevander knocked 
him down injuring his head horribly. The 
detectives think he then waited his opportu- 
nity and struck the engineer with a hammer, 
which was fonnd covered with blood. The 
officers are also searching for Blair Mock, who 
was sent to the penitentiary on Vandervan- 
der’s testimony, and who swore to kill the 
latter. Itisknown that a man answering 
Mock’s description inquired if Vandevander 
was on the train.

COMMITTED BY A SOUTH CAROLINA 
NEGRO. 


HIS WIFE BURNED TO DEATH, 


And the Evidence Points to Slow Torture at ; 


the Hand of Her Husband and a Female 
+Paramour-—His Suicide. 


Cotumsra,.S. C,, July 20.—[{Special.]—One 


of the most horrible crimes on record is re- 


ported from Colleton county. : 

The crime was commifted on Mary’s island, 
an unfrequented spot in the county mentioned. 

Poady Grant lived there with his wife, 
Phebe. Another woman, supposed to be too 
intimate with Grant, frequently visited his 
wife. On Wednesday last, Grant mounted 
his mule and proceeded to the relations of his 
wife. He told them that Phebe had been 
severely hurt the week before by the explosion 
of a kerosene lamp and was in a bad condition. 

_ THE WOMAN'S CONDITION. 

The relatives found her burnt from her 
knees up, in front only, terribly charred and. 
speechless. She died when an attempt was 
made to remove her. During the 
whole week the other woman passed 
bacaward and forward between the place she™ 
lived and Mary’s island, and said nothing of 
the accident, nor did Poady, until the unfort- 
unate woinan could not speak. 

THE HORRIBLE SUSPICION. 

No traces of oil could be found on the floor, 
no traces of burning below the knees of the 
woman. These, and the contradictory state- 


| ments, caused the arrest of Poady, but he es- 


caped from his guards. It it supposed that the 
poor wretch was deliberately saturated with 
kerosene and set on fire by her husband and 
his accomplice, 

THE WRETCH’S SUICIDE. 

But the tale is not yet told. Poady having 
been run to earth after his escape, requested 
permission to return to his room for a short 
while. Almost immediately the report of a 
gun was heard, and it was found that he had 
placed the muzzle of his musket against his 
stomach, exploded it by some means, blowi 
a hole clear through himself, thus proving al- 
most conclusively his guilt. His female ac- 
complice isin hiding, bat when captured will 
meet with severe punishment. |

AN EXTENSIVE FIRE. 
In Which the Todd Machine Works, of 
Paterson are Destroyed. 


PATERSON, N. J., July 20.—The extensive 
machine works of S. J. C. Todd, one of the 
oldest manufacturing establishments in the 
city, was destroyed by fire early this morning, 
entailing a loss of about $150,000. The blaze 
was discovered at 3:15 this morning. Every 
piece of fire apparatus in the city was called 
into service. The works are situated in the 
heart of the manufacturing district, and fears 
that the flames might extend to the surround- 
ing mills made the firemen work with com- 
mendable energy, although they were hamp- 
ered by the peculiar location of the property. 
It was attetty impossible to check the progress 
of the flames until the numerous buildings 
were well-nigh consumed. Several venture- 
some firemen, overcome by smoke, had to be 
carried from beneath the falling walls. It 
took five hours to subdue the flames. The 
fire is thought to be of incendiary origin. The 
Todd machine works were the prineipal estab- 
lishment in the United States for making 
hemp and rope machinery, Its owner was the 
pioneer in this country in producing improved 
machinery for this purpose. A large force of 
skilled mechanics will be thrown out of em- 
ployment.

ures 35 inches around the body. When the 
forty-five days were up he was ready to eat 
sOmething substantial, but his appetite failed 
him and has not yet returned. is board bill 
for fifty-three days has been less than $2. He 
says he feels ood and has worked hard every 
day during his fast. His entire food today 
consisted of a glass of milk and a plate of ice 
cream. He is about forty years of age. His 
eyes are bright and his movements sprightly.

THE ESCAPE OF GRAVES 


HOW AN EX-TREASURER OF MISSLS< 
SIPPI JUMPED THE GAME. 


RECALLED BY HEMINGWAY'S TRIAL, 


Some Incidents of Forty Years Ago—The 
Fime Italian Hand of the Much Abused 
Mother-in-Law. 


From the Jackson, Miss., Commonwealth. 

Apropos of the regent trial of Hemingway, 
the ex-treasurer, the writer was reminded of 
the defaleation of ex-Treasurer Graves, morg 
than half a century ago, and of his escape inte 
Canada. 

The quiet little city of Jackson was stirred 
from center to circumference when it wag 
made known that Treasurer Graves was 
shortin his accounts and that the governor 
had appointed a committee to examine hig 
books. The treasurer was at once put undes 
arrest, and the committee set to work to in- 
vestigate the accounts of his office. As it was 
not deemed expedient to confine him in prison 
during the examination a number of citizens 
were appointed to guard him. 

In the ante-bellum days there stood on the 
corner, in the rear of what is now known ag 
the government building at Jackson, a 
famous boarding establishment known as 
the ‘‘Dickson house,’”’ kept by the widow of 
General David Dickson, a man in his day of 
considerable political influence, but not 
more renowned through the length and breadth 
of the state than his widow. It was the ren- 
dezvous ofall the high political cockalorumg 
of whatever cast who congregated at Jackson 
in those days, either dancing attendance upon 
the supreme court, or attracted hither by the 
sessions of the legislature or of some political 
gathering, for Jackson was a mighty place in 
those times for these conclaves, where eaclt 
man came to grind an ax for himself or for 
some dearly beloved. These were the days of 
Sergeant S. Prentiss and Shockoe Jones and 
Hiram G. Runnels and a host of those

that shed a halo over the fair nameand fame 
of Mississippi. It was such characters as 
those mentioned who were to be found at this 
celebrated hostlery. 2 ‘ 

To this house Grayes was carried on the 
morning of his escape, and where he had rooma 
for himself and family. The night previous 
Graves, worn with care and weary with the 
burdens heaped upon himself, was conveyed 
by his guards to his room, and with windows 
fastened, was left with his family, with the 
guard of citizens at his door. It was 
the last night for years that he was 
to spend with his devoted wife. The 
next morning about 7 o’clock one of the 
guards knocked at the door with a request 
that Mr. Graves would dress himself and come 
out. The summons was answered by his wife, 
who stated that her husband was in a deep 
sleep, and plead that he might not be dis- 
turbed. Soon thereafter the mother of Mrs. 
Graves passed the guards and entered the 
room, bearing in her hand a cup of coffee and 
wearing on her head an old fashioned sun- 
bonnet. Remaining in the room a short time 
she passed out. 

One of the guards at the door was Mr, 
James Kerr, aman whose devotion to duty 
was not to be exceeded by any one. 

After the advent of the mother-in-law the 
suspicions of Mr. Kerr were aroused that all 
might not be right, and, rising, he approached 
the door and, knocking, called for Graves, 
Again the pleading voice of the wife was 
heard beseeching for more rest for the w 
husband, but the guard was not to be put off, 
and Te the door open he approached the 
bed and Threw the spread from off the re- 
cumbent form of the treasurer.

THE BIRD HAD FLOWN. 


The much abused mother-in-law had pem 
formed her duty well, and while she occupied 
the bed the husband of her daughter had put 
on her gown and sunbonnet and taken the 
cup in his hand, had passed the guards, and, 
mountiug a horse hitched behind the garden, 
and, forever bidding adieu to his guards, 
investigating committee. and the gov- 
ernor, hied himself away as fast as 
the nimble steed he strode could carry hia 

What the thoughts of Graves were that 
beautiful morning as his steed bore him 
away from his home, his friends and his de- 
voted wife, can only be conjectured. It may 
have been as his horse, breathing hard from 
the rapid flight, and the familiar scenes one 
by one passed from his sight forever that the 
injunction, unheeded—‘‘The way of the 
transgressor is hard’’—continually  flitted 
across his mind and filled it with gloomy 
forebodeings as to his future. There were no 
railroads or telegraph wires bearing swift 
messages across the country in those days, and 
Graves made his way outof the state and 
went to Canada. 

A LONGING FOR HOME. 


In 1852 Governor Henry 8S. Foote received @ 
letter from Graves stating that if permitted te 
return he would refund to the state the 
amount of his defalcation. Now grown old, 
and with the increased burthen of years rest- 
ing on his shoulders, his mind and heart 
turned to the land of his nativity, and a long- 
ing desire tobe once more with his frien 
and abide among the familiar scenes of 
his childhood so took possession of his 
very nature that he earnestly plead to be per- 
mitted once more to return and spend the 
evening of his eventful life at home. He was 
at that time at Toronto, Canada. Governor 
Foote sent a gentleman by the name of Hugh 
L. French to Canada and had him arrested. 
Having no extradition treaty bearing on the 
subject at that time with the English govern- 
ment, the authorities released him, and 
French returned home. 


MANIA FOR SPECULATION. 


Mr. Graves was not regarded a bad man, but 
he fell into the trap that has caused the down- 
fall of so many seemingly good men—a mania 
for speculation and a desire to grow rich. It 
was said thatthe friends of the treasurer, 
when it was first whispered that his accounts 
were not correct, made an effort to replace the 
fundsin the treasury before the committee 
was appointed to make the investigation. 

Mr. Shelton, who had been president of thas 
famous bank at the county seat of Rankin and 
known as the “Brandon bank,”’ it was said, had 
an appointment with the friendsof Mr. Graves 
to meet them at the ‘‘Farish bridge’’ on the 
pike leading to Brandon and receive the 
money to cover the defalcation. It was pre- 
sumed that the friends, becoming frightened, 
failed to meet the appointment, and Mr. Shel- 
ton, in his despair, rode up the river about 
half a mile, and hitching his horse and pull- 
ing off his hat and coat, forever buried his 
cares and sorrows in the swiftly flowing waters 
of the beautiful Pearl.

BUDDEN DEATH OF DANIEL SWINT, 
OF NEWNAN.

-The Sketch of a Notable Career~—An Active 
and Useful Citizen Passes Away—A Vic- 
tim of Paralysis. 

Newnan, Ga., July 20.—[Special.J—Our 
community was greatly shocked this morning 
by the announcement of the death of Mr. 
Daniel Swint, clerk of the superior court, and 
@ popular and prominent citizen of Newnan, 
which occurred at his residence in this city at 
G6 a.m. On Friday night last he was taken 
violently ill with an attack of cholera morbus, 
This was followed yesterday morning by fre- 
quent hemorrhagic vomitings and almost in- 
eessant purging, which completely prostrated 
him. Although the best medical skill was 
employed and every known remedy applied, 
all were alike powerless to arrest the course of 


the disease. He grew stéadily worse, andj 


shortly before 6 o’clock this morning: breathed 
his last. 
MR. SWINT’S CAREER. 

Mr. Swint was one of our most useful and 
influential citizens, and his lossto the com- 
munity is irreparable. 

At the breaking out of the late war he en- 
listed in Company A, First Georgia regiment, 
being then but 17 years of age, and the young- 
est member of the company, and made as fine 
a soldier as ever shouldered a musket. In 
1864, at the battle of Cold Harbor, he. lost an 
arm, which, of course, incapacitated him for 
further service. 

In 1878 he was elected clerk of the supreme 
court; a position which she filled continuously 
and satisfactorily up to the time of his death. 
He was a model ofticer, and his high sense of 
ofticial rectitude won for him the confidence 


and esteem of al! classes. 
He wasalso a member of the city board of 
education, a position in which he was invalu- 


uable. 

He was an enthusiastic Mason, and enjoyed 
the singular distinction of being the only one- 
armed candidate for Masonic ‘honors ever :ad- 
mitted to membership in the United States. 
The case attracted a good deal of attention 
throughout the Masonic world at the time, 
and is yet remembered by those who attended 
the grand lodge along in the early ’70’s. 

He wasin the 46th year of his age, and 
leaves a wife and two children. 

His life was insured for $5,000—$3,000 in the 
Royal Arcanum and $2,000 in the A. O. U. W. 

The funeral will occur tomorrow morning at 
9 o'clock. 

STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS. 

Colonel R. S. Bureh, a prominent citizen 
and leading lawyer, of this city, suffered a 
stroke of paralysis this morning.

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A 8TRANGE DISCOVERY.: 


‘Petrification of Bodies in a Macon Ceme” 
tery. 


From the Macon Telegraph. 

The process of petrification, by which haman 
bodies, wood and other organic substances are 
turned into stone, is a strange and interesting 
one. Slowly, but surely, as the years go by, 
the particles of silica or lime, according to the 
nature of the bed in which the object lies, en- 
ter in and take the place of the organic atoms, 
and that which once lived and grew becomes 
hard, imperishable rock. 

There is something startling in the idea of a 
human body, doomed to die and decay, and 
yet, instead of passing back into the dust from 
whence it sprang, changing into’ stone that 
may outlast the marBle shaft raised above it. 

Additional interest will be felt in this sub- 
ject when it is known that this remarkable 
process has more than once taken place in the 
cemeteries of Macon. Itis, of course, impossi- 
ble to say to what extent petrification has 
taken place, but the removal, within the past 
two years of two bodies that had turned com- 

letely into stone, proves that such a condition 
does exist there. 

A gentleman, who on several occasions 
supermtended the removal of remajns from 
cemeteries, in conversation with a Telegraph 
reporter recently, gave an interesting account 
of how he made the discovery. 

“A good while back,’’ said he, ‘IT had to 
exhume the remains of a baby, whose relations 
wished to remove it to another city for burial. 
The baby had been buried thirty years, and 
was only eighteen months old atthe time of 
its death. So, I was prepared to find nothing 
but a few fragments of bones, at the most. 

‘‘You can judge of my surprise when, after 
the earth was removed, I found the casket in 
a state of perfect preservation. When the 
pick struck it it resounded with a sharp, stony 
ring. I wassure, however, that, although the 
casket might be intact, the body itself must 
have long ago perished away. 

**So, whan we went to lift out the little cas- 
ket, our curiosity was greatly excited by its 
great weight. It required the efforts of four 
strong. men to raise it to the level of the 
ground. 

“T had never seen a petrified body. but felt 
convincad that this must be one, aud I pro- 
ceeded to find out if such were the case. Soon 
the small lid covering the glass was removed, 
A coating of dew had gathered on the glass, 
and when I had wiped that away I could see 
clearly into the casket. 

“Then I saw a sight which gave me a& sensa- 
tion which I can hardly describe. That baby, 
which, thirty years ago, had been laid away 
in there, was just as perfect in form and 
feature as though it had died but an hour be- 
fore. 

‘But it was only in form and condition that 
it was like a human, for the color and texture 
of the skin and hair were turned into the dark, 
ashen gray surface of a solid rock. None of 
the features were shrunken nor misshapen, 
but were plump and fall, looking as though 
thev had sere chiseled from stone. 

“A strange thing however, had happened to 
its waist. All of the upper part of the body, 
including its head, shoulders, breast and arms, 
was unchangedinshape. But right at the 
waist there was a large lumpof what appeared 
to be charcoal, which seemed to have grown 
from within outward, and it was large enough 
to extend almost entirely across the body. 
What it was I do net know, and do not pre- 
tend to say, but it did not resemble stone like 
the rest of the body. ' 

“TI did not take away the glass covering 
from the casket, and thus was unable to ascer- 
tain positively whether the lower limbs were 
also petrified, but there was no doubt about 
the rest of it. I would have likéd very much 
to investigate further, but would not take the 
liberty of doing so, and so the lid was shut 
down and the light closed, perhaps forever, 
on the most wonderful object that I ever saw.”’ 

“Did you ever find any more specimens of 
petrifaction ?”’ asked the reporter, who was by 
this time wondering whether it was such a 
desirable thing, after all, to freeze into a solid 
rock, and thus outlive eyen the mummies of 
Egypt. 

**T never found any more bodies that I knew 
to be petrified, but I took up one not long ago 
which I verily believe had undergone the same 
sort of achange. It wasthat ofa grown person, 
and the casket, though it had been ae the 
many years, was still per- 
I had to get eight men to help 

me liftit out. I did not open it, but am con- 
vinced that it was also petrified. There is no 
other way of accounting for its extraordinary 
weight. 
**Both these cases occurred in places where 
“the spil was damp,and where water pene- 
trated into the pies they There isa good deal 
of silicain the greund around here, and it 
must have been this mineral in the water that 
caused the petrification.’’

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BLOUNT OPPOSESTHAE SUBLREASURY 
PLAN—HIS REASONS. 


The Weak Points of the Scheme Pointed Out 
—It Would Make the Farmer’s Condi- 
tion Worse Instead of Better.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, U. 8., WASHING- 
TON, July 7.—Gentlemen: I have received a com- 
munication from you, written at the -instance of 
the alliance of Wilkinson county. It contains 
several questions. These are: , 

First. “Are you in favor ofa reduction of the 
national taxes, asserting that taxes should be 
levied for revenue only, and that for an economi- 
cal ana judicious administration?” — 

Second. “Are you in favor of a revision of the 
protective tariff, the burdens now resting on the 
agricultural and laboring classes be lessened to 
greatest possible extent?’’ 

Third. “Are you willing to advocate such laws 
as will prevent speculation and that 
seek t ' interfere with the prices of prime necessi- 
ties and productions?” ne 

Fourth. ‘‘Are you in favor. of abolishing the 
national banking system and the. substit of 
legal treasury notes in lieu of national bank notes 
and in sufficient volume in conjunction with gold 


and silver to du the business of the country on a. 


cash basis?” ’ 

Fifth, “Give us your views on the subtreasury 
bill of the National Alliancé now pending in con- 
gress, or some better system, for relief of the 
struggling masses.” ; 

As to the firat, second and third questions, for 
eighteen have I urged their merits before 
the people of Wilkinson county and throughout 
the congressional district I have had the honor to 
represent. Indeed, ny speeches” on these topics 
for many years seemed premature, and the lic 
mind responded slowly to them. They are funda- 
mental democratic ideas. 

The fourth question [ cannot rehend. I do 
not know what you mean by doing business of 
the country on a cash basis? Men have always 
made contracts for cash or On credit as they 
pleased. 

The fifth. do understand. It lends to farmers 
eighty per.cent of value of farm products—these 
to be stored in warehouses—the rate of interest to 
be one per cent per'annuim, 

Money 18 designed as a measure of the value of 
property of all kinds, It therefore must be stable 
to answer the purpose. To increase it, increases 
the nominal value of articles. To decrease it, de- 
creases the nominal value. A Georgia farmer 
hires his hands on the basisof bacon at seven 
cents per pound—when he buys he has to pay 
eleven cents. This miscalculation ends in his 
falling in debt. The merchants buy goods ata 
given rate on time. The volume of currency is 
contracted, prices fall, he cannot get cost for 
them, and breaks. This uncertainty makes men 
timid in business; restrains enterprise and pro- 
duces discontent. 

Apply this to fhe subtreasury idea. The,crop is 
warehoused. The government issues money on it 
to eighty per cent of its value. Prices are inflated 
because money is so plentiful. Then, the crop is 
sold. Money is searce. Down tumble prices. 
Bankruptcy comes. The factories decrease their 
product. Business of all kinds becomes paralyzed 
as from 1875 to 1879. 

It is not the duty of the government to lend 
money. If you lendittoone man, you. must to 
all. The subtreasury system provides only for 
farmers. 

It will entail an expenditure of from $50,000,000 
to $100,000,000 in warehouse room. This means to 
increase taxes. I am unwilling to add. another 
dollar to the burdens of the highest taxed people 
on earth. 

I believe the national banking and tariff systems 
to be the great curse Ofagriculture. Anargument 
to sustain this view would make this communica- 
tion teo Iengthy. If the farmer could rrow 
money for nothing, it would not take away his 
enibarrassments. 

If [donot favor the subtreasury bill, thenam I 
in favor of some bettcr system for the relief of the 
struggling masses? 

Our currency has been constantly contracting. 
It is thirty-three per cent per capita less than in 
188). Weneed more money in the country. We 
should have free coinage of silver. If this does 
not supply currency enough the government 
should furnish more tothe people. The tax on 
state bank issues repealed would furnish some re- 
lief. Idonotconfine myself to any particular 
measure. The finances of a nation furnish a sub- 
ject of profound study. Let no presumption of 
the uninformed mind hastily urge that which 
may ruin his countrymen. 

The people of the sixth district have trusted me 
for along time. I will not deceive them now. 
The subtreasury bill will never become alaw. A 
few men from the south may get to congress 
on it. They will be powerless. They will tind the 
democratic party and the republican party oppos- 
ing it. It lies now in the committee rooms of the 
senate and house untouched, notable for its crudé- 
ness and indicative of the discontent of an over- 
taxed poume asking relief where it is not tq be 
found. The people have raised me to a place of 
great honor. I must rise withit. A great trust 
Is committed tome. I must not deceive them.

TOO MANY TO COUNT. 


How Many Words Are There in the English 
Language? 
From the Chambers’ Journal 


An interesting question suggested by ancient 
waif of a book is the number of English words 
now existing. Considerable difference of opin- 
ion exists on this point. 

George P. Marsh, an American author of _re- 
pute, in his “‘Lectures on the English Lan- 
guage,’’ estimates that the number (in 1861) 
‘probably does not fall short of 100,000;”’ and 
large additions, especially in art and science, 
have come into use since that date. 

Other writers, however, come to a different 
conclusion, and think that 40,000 would include 
the whole. It depends a good déal on how 
calculations are made. If all subsidiary words 
—participles and the like—are to be taken into 
account, it will swell the sum total very con- 
siderably. 

Taking the first three words that occur at 
randum, we find that from ‘‘demonstrate,” in 
one of our modern dictionaries, there are. thir- 
teen derivatives ; from the word “bright” there 
are twelve, and from “deplore” there are ten. 
There is also redundance in other forms. In 
one of Todd’s editions of Dr. Johnson there 
are upward of eighty words with the prefix 
‘‘all’’—all-complying, all-divining, ali-drowsy, 
and so on—a very notable instance of diction- 
ary padding. In ways like these the yocabu- 
lary may be indefinitely increased. Probably 
if we ta ye words and ‘their derivitives 
the number at the present time will exceed 
Mr. Marsh’s estimate. An approximete verifi- 
cation of this may be found in multiplying the 
number of papes in any good modern diction- 
ary by the average number of words in a page.

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SOUTHERN PROBLEMS. 


WHAT 18 TO BE DONE WITH THE 
COLORED POPULATION. 


Views of a Georgia Official—The Northern 
People Cannot or Will Not Understand 
the Difficulties of Race. 


New York Correspondence Philadelphia Times. 
Frederick Douglass, in one of his campaign 
speeches, said that if the negro question had 
not been settled when it was by the civil war 
it would have been settled before a great while 
by the rapid increase in mulattoes and the de- 
crease of “‘coal black” negroes. ‘The blacks,”’ 
said he, ‘‘would soon have become so white 
that you could not have detected the differ- 


ence,’”’ 

“But mulattoes are getting scarcer and 
scarcer in our state,” said Judge O. H. 
Rogers, solicitor general of the middle circuit 
of Georgia, who recently paid a flying visit to 
New York. ‘And this is an indication of the 

wing enmity between the two races, which 
n my opinion isfdestined to cause, at no very 
distant day, serious trouble, unless something 
is done, and quickly, to avert it.”’ 
«pis statement. coming from one whois 
known to be extremely conservative is entitled 
to weight. 


“The public men,” he continued, ‘to whom 
the peoplé must look for a solution of this 
pa fn attempt to make themselves believe 
that trouble is remote, because they know that 
the present prosperity of the south and the 
success of many southern enterprises largely 
depends upon the labor of the negro, and they 
realize that to break up this system will tem- 

rarily, at least, be a detriment to southern 
industries. Notwithstanding this attitude, 
however, they recognize that the races cannot 
dwell together harmoniously much longer.” 

Asked as to the symptoms of race difficulty, 
he stated that in his own county of Washing- 
ton there were twelve. indictments pending 
against negroes for murder, some of whom had 
never been apprehended. 

‘‘All that a negro has todoto conceal his 
identy from an officer of the law and thereby 
escape the penalty for his crimeis to place a 
quarter of a mile between himself and the 
scene ofits enactment, turn his coat wron 
side out and take tothe woods until an ad- 
joining county or settlement is reached. Here 
he may remain indefinitely without being mo- 
lested. We have no effective ~detective sys- 
tem, and the expense of maintaining one 
would be great and of doubtful utility.’ 


“But. dre not the increasing number of free. 


schools and the improvement of educational 
facilities in the south bettering the status of 
the negro, and will they not ultimately qual- 
ify him for useful citizenship ?’’ 

“Our experience thusfar, on the contrary, 
seems.to disprove it. The negoes who have 
grown up since the war dislike farm work, and 
go to the towns to avoid honest labor. Once 
there many of they live by thieving and petty 
rascalities.”’ 

‘‘Ts there not a deep seated prejudice against 
the negroes on the part of the whites ?’’ 

‘‘No, there is no prejudice against them be- 
cause they are negroes. The.sentiment of 
hatred that once existed because they were the 
primary cause of the strife between the north 
and south has long since died out. There can 
be no question, however, that thieving and 
more revolting crimes by negroes are becom- 
ing alarmingly frequent,.and the white people 
are rapidly losing confidence in them as a 
class.’ 

‘*But are not negroes subject to legal pun- 
ishment for their crimes ?’’ 

‘*Yes, of course; but the difficulty of punish- 
ing them, as I have already stated, stands in 
the way. Negroes never inform on each other, 
and it is practically impossible to convict them 
where the evidence of negroes is the sole reli- 
ance. Asan instance take a case in my own 
county. A negro desperado killed a peaceable 
colored man by carving him up with a knife. 
He then made his escape. Some time after- 
wards, upon learning that he wasin South 
Carolina, and trying to arrange to get perjured 
testimony so that he could return and stand his 
trial, I sent for the wife of the murdered man, 
anid endaavored to get her a‘sis‘ance in locating 
him. This I could not get. She stated, 
though I am satisfied falsely, that she could 
not find out anything as to his whereabouts. 
This,’’ said Judge Rogers, ‘‘illustrates the en- 
tire situation.”’ 

“Are the negroes, as a class, more lawless 
than they used to be?’’ 

“T can best answer that question by saying 
that it has come to sucha pointin some sec- 
tions of the state that no white man living a 
distance in the country feels safe in having his 
daughters go to school, orleave his wife alone, 
for fear of negro outrage. Many of our people 
are losing their patience. Thé okler and con- 
servative element who have always heretofore 
counseled peace, now shake their heads in 
times of excitement and no longer do so. Find- 
ing the instrumentality provided by the law 
inadequate for the protection of their families 
and homes, it is not surprising that they often 
feel like taking the law into their own hands.”’ 

‘*What is the solution of the race problem ?”’ 

‘Emigration is the only solution that seems 
to me practicable. The general government 
can and ought to provide a home aad a year’s 
support for such negroes as will emigrate to 
some congenial and mild country that may be 
selected. Thousands and thousandsof ne- 
groes would voluntarily take advantage of the 
offer, and a little persuasion by the whites who 
realize the gravity of the situation would, be- 
yond doubt, make the effort successful.’’ 

‘‘Will not their emigration cause s tion 
in the§$productive machinery, depreciate the 
value of es | in the south and give it an- 
other set back?”’ | 

‘Inevitably it will have that effect, tem 
rarily at least; but this would be lanprelerable 
to such a set back as a race war would give it. 
The. thinking le realize that the only 
permanent basis of prosperity for them is a 
solid and safe foundation, and this they under- 
stand they can never have so long as the n 
is the principal reliance for farm and other 
labor.’ 

“The northern republicans do not seem to 
be able te understand or else wilfully ignore 
the condition of things in the south. They 
imagine that a negro who cannot read or 
write and whose life has been spent in the 
cotton field is a fit person to represent in an 
important Sy emg a spirited and progressive 
people. If this bill was really intended to 
promote honest elections in the south or 
elsewhere it was a great mistake on the part 
of the republicans to haye made ita ty 
measure. This last my | strips the bill of 
any mask of reform and plunges it into the 
hopeless abyss of flagrant partisanship. If 
the states had needed or asked for some such 
bill, then the aspect of affairs would be en- 
tirely changed. In short, itis a bill fraught 
with fresh evil, andis an vation of ex- 
isting ones. It is intended, as I appre- 
hend, to perpetuate the present 
dominant party. The fair minded peo- 
ple nerth and south alike will hold the 
administration responsible for any evil that 
way follow from it, for, if passed, tt will be 
wey ne nen yoy voice of the thinking 
people, who are above mere party expedienc 
and who have loudly yeattelmed nst it 
This bill shows that the republicans have con- 
victed themselves of the charge often made 
against them, that its principal p seems 
to be to} alive the sectional questions 
which the southern people have been ng to 
bury. If federal interference with the on 
system should proveke violence or increase the 
friction between the blacks and whites this 
measure would serve theirturn.””

iscourse of the Pure and Earnest Gospel 
a Some Utterances That Make Men 
Squirm in Their Pews., 


PROOKLYN, July $0.—Dr. Talmage’s sermon 
today is on the Wide Open Door, and his text, 
Rev.4:1. ‘“‘And behold a door was opened 
in heaven.” Following is his sermon: 

John had been the pastor of a church in 
Ephesus. He had been driven from his 

‘tion in that city by an indignant populace. 
The preaching of a pure and earnest gospel 
had made an excitement dangerous to every 


ip form of iniquity. This will often be the result 


of pointed preaching. Men will flinch under 
the sword strokes of truth. You ought not to 
be surprised that the blind man makes an out- 
ery of pain when the surgeon removes the 
cataract from his eye.” It is a good sign 


_ when you see men uneasy in the church pew 


and exhibiting impatience at some plain 
ntterance of truth which -smites a pet sin 
that they are hugging to their hearts. After 
the patient has been so low that for weeks he 
said nothing and noticed nothing, it is thought 
to be a good sign when he begins to be a little 
cross. And so I notice that spiritual invalids 
are in a fair way for recovery when they be- 
come somewhat irascible and choleric under 
the treatment of the truth. But John had so 
mightily inculpated public iniquity that he 
had been banished from the church and sent 
to Patmos, a desolate island, only a mile in 
breadth, against whose rocky coasts the sea 
rose and mingled its voice with the prayers 
and hymnings of the heroic exile. 

You cannot but contrast. the condition of 
this banished apostie with that of another 
famous exile. Look at the apostle on Patmos 
and the great Frenchman on St. Helena. Both 
were suffering among desolation and barren- 
ness because of offenses committed. Both had 

massed through lives eventful and thrilling. 
Joth had been honored and despised. Both 
were imperial natures. Both had been turned 
off to die. Yet mark the infinite difference; 
one had fought for the perishable crown of 
worldly authority, the other for one eternally 
Justrous. The one had marked his path with 
the bleached skulls of his followers, the other 
had introduced peace and good will among 
men. The one had lived chiefly for self- 
aggrandizement and the other for the glory of 
Christ. The successes of the one were achieved 
amid the breaking of thousands of hearts and 
the acute, heaven-rending cry, oforphans and 
widowhood, while the triumphs of the other 
made joy in heaven among the angels of God. 

The heart of one exile was filled with re- 
morse and despair, while the other was Jighted 
up with thanksgiving and inextinguishable 
hope. Over St. Helena gathered the black- 
ness of darkness, clouds lighted up by no sun- 
rising, but rent and fringed and heaving with 
the lightnings of a wrathful God, and the 
spray tlung over the rocks seemed to hiss with 
the condemnation: ‘The way of the ungodly 
shall perish.”’ | But over Patmos the heavens 
were opened, and the stormy sea beneath was 
forgotten in the roll and gleam of waters from 
under the throne like crystal, and the barren- 
ness of the ground under the apostle was for- 
gotten as above him he saw the trees of life all 
bending under the rich glow of heavenly fruit- 
age, While the hoarse blast of contending ele- 
ments around his suffering body was drowned 
in the trumpeting of trumpets and the harping 
of harps, the victorious cry of multitudes like 
the voice of many waters and the hosanna of 
hosts in number like the stars. 

What a dull spot upon which to stand and 
have sucha glorious vision! Had Patmos 
been some tropical island, arbored with the 
luxuriance of perpetual summer and drowsy 
with breath of cinnamon and cassia, and tes- 
selated with long aisles of geranium and cactus, 
we would not have been surprised at the 
splendor of the vision. But the last place you 
would go toif you wanted to find beautiful 
visions wontd be the island of Patmos. Yet 
it is around such gloomy spots that God makes 
the most wonderful revelation. It was look- 
ing through the awful shadows of a prision 
that John Bunyan saw the gate of the celes- 
tial city. God there divided the light from 
the darkness. In that gloomy abode, 
on seraps of old paper picked up about his room, 
the great dream was written. Jt was 
while John Calvin was a refugee from bloody 
persecution and was hid in a house at Angou- 
leme, that he conceived the idea of writing his 
imunortal Institutes. Jacob had many a time 
seen the sun breaking through the mists and 
kindling them into shafts and pillars of fiery 
splendor that might well have been a ladder 
for the angels to tread on, but the famous lad- 
der which he saw soared through a gloomy 
night over the wilderness. The night of trial 
and desolation is the scene of the. grandest 
heavenly revelations. From the barren, surf- 
beaten rock of Patmos, John looked up and 
Saw that a door was opened in heaven. 

Again: The announcement of such an 
opened entrance suggests the truth that God 
is looking down upon the earth and observant 
of all cceurrences. If we would gain a wide 
prospect, we climb up into a tower or moun- 
tain. The higher up we are the broader the 
Jandscape we behold. Yet our most compre- 
hensive view is limited to only a few leagues 
—here a river and therea lake and yondera 
mountain peak. But what must be the glory 
of the earth in the eve of Him who, from the 
door of heaven, beholds at one glance all 
mountains and Jakes and prairies and oceans, 
lands bespangled with tropical gorgeousness 
and arctic regions white with everlasting 
snows, Lebanon majestic with cedars and 
American wilds solemn with unbroken forests 
of pine, African deserts of glistening sands and 
wildernesses of water unbroken by ship’s 
keel, continents covered with harvests of 
wheat and rice and mnaize, the glory of every 
zone, the whole worldof mountains and seas 
aud forests and islands taken in a single 
giance of their great Creator. 

As we take our stand upon some high point, 
single objects dwindle into such insignificance 
that we cease to see them in the minutim, and 
we behold only the grand points of the scenery. 
But not so with God. Although standing far 
up in the very tower of heaven, nothing by 
reason of is smaliness escapes His vision. Ev- 
ery lily of the field, every violet under the 
grass, the tiniest heliotrope, asterand gentian 
are as plainly seen by Him as the proudest 
magnolia, and not one vein of color in their 
leaf deepens or fades without His notice. 
From His door in heaven, God sees all human 
couduct and the world’s moral changes. Not 
one tear of sorrow falls in hospital or work- 
shop or dungeon but He sees it and in high 
heaven makes record of its fall. The worid’s 
iniquities in all their ghastliness glower under 
His vision. Wars and tumults and 
the desolation of famine and _ earth- 
quake, whirlwind and shipwreck, spread ont 
befop Him. If there were no being in all 
the i®iverse but God, He could be happy with 
Such an outlook as the door of heaven. But 
there Ile stands, no more disturbed by the fall 
of a kingdom than the dropping of a leaf, no 
more excited by the rising of a throne than the 
bursting of a bud, the falling of a deluge than 
the trickling ofa raindrop. Earthly- royalty 
elutchos uervously its scepter and waits in sus- 
pense the will of inilamed subjects and the 
crown is tossed from one family to another. 
But above ail earthly vicissitude and the as- 
6anit of human passions, in unshaken security 
Stands the King of kings, watching all the af- 
fairs of His empire from the introduction of 
ai erato the couyting of the hairs of your 
head. 

Again: TI learn from the fact that a door in 
heaven is opened, that there is a way of en- 
trance for our prayers and of egress for divine 

lessings. It does not scem that our weak 
Voice has strength enough to climb up to God's 
ear. Shall notourpraver be lost in the clouds ? 
Have words wings? The truth is phin. 

éaven's door is wide open to receive every 
prayer. Must it net be loud? Ought it not te 
ring up with the strength of stout lungs? 
Must it not boa loud call, such as drowning 
Men utter, or like the shout of some chieftain 
in the battle? No; a whisper is as good asa 
shout, and the mere wish of the soul in pro- 
found silence is as good as a whisper. It rises 
just as high and accomplishes just as much. 

But ought not prayer to be made up of 


olden words if itis to enter such a splendid 


oor and live beside serapliim and archangel ? 
Ought not overy phrase be rounded into. per- 
fection ? _ Ought not the language be in 
and classic, and poetic, and rhetorical? No; 
the most illiterate outery, the unjointed peti- 


: Of the soul’s want. 


tion, the clumsy phrase, the sentence breakin 
nto grammatical blunders, an unworde 
gtoan, is just as effectual if it be the utterance 
A heart all covered up 
with garlands of thought would be no attrac- 
tion to God, but a heart broken and contrite, 
that isthe aceeptabie sacrifice, ‘I know that 
my Redeemer liveth,” rising up in the mighty 
harmony of a musical academy may over- 
power our ear and heart, but it will not reach 
the ear of God like the broken-voiced hymn of 
some sufferer amid rags and desolation look-’ 
ing up trustfully to a Savior’s compassion, 
singing amid tears and pangs: “I Know that 
My Redeemer Liveth.”’ 

I suppose that there was more rhetoric and 
classic elegance in the prayer of the Pharisee 
than of the pubiican, but you know which was 
successful. You may kneel with complete 
elegance on some soft cushion at an altar of 


alabaster, and utter a prayer of Miltonic sub- 
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limity, but neither your graceful posture nor 
the roll of your blank verse will attract heav- 
enly attention, while over some dark cellar in 
which a Christian pauper is prostrate in the 
straw, angels bend from their thrones and c 
one to another: ‘‘Behold he prays!’’ Throug 
this open door of heaven what along proces- 
sion of prayers is continually passing! What 
thanksgivings! What confessions! What 
intercessions! What beseechings! ‘‘And be- 
hold a door was openedin heaven.” 

Again: The door of heaven is opened to 
allow us the opportunity of looking in. Christ, 
when he came from Heaven to Bethlehem, 
left it open, and no one since has dared to shut 
it. Matthew threw it still wider open when 
he came to write, and Paul pushed the door 
further back when he spoke of the glory to be 
revealed, and John in Revelation actually 
points us to the harps and the waters, and the 
crowns and the thrones. There are profound 
mysteries about that blessed place that we can- 
not solve. But look through this wide open 
door of Heaven and see what you can see. God 
means us to look and catch up now something 
of the rapture, and attune our hearts to its 
worship. 

[tis wide open enough to see Christ. Be- 
hold him, the chief among ten thousand, all 
the bannered pomp of heaven at his feet. 
With your enkindled faith look up along thes@e 
ranks of glory. Watch how their palms wave 
and hear how their voices ring. Floods cla 
ping their hands, streets gleaming with gold, 
uncounted multitudes ever accumulating in 
number and ever risingjupin gladder hosannas. 
If you cannot stand to look upon that joy for at 
least one hour, how could you endure to dwell 
among it forever? You would wish yourself 
out of itin three days and choose the earth 
or any other place where it was not always 
Sunday. 

My hearer in worldly prosperity, affluent, 
honored, healthy and happy, look in upon that 
company of the redeemed. and see how the 
pose soulin heav en is better off than you are 

ee, brrighter in apparel}, richerin estate higher 
in power. Hearers, afflicted and tried, lookin 
through that open door that you may see to 
what gladness and: glory you are coming, to 
what life, to what riches, to what royalty. 
Hearers pleased to fascination with this world, 
gather up your souls for one appreciative look 
upon riches that never fly away, upon health 
that never sickens, upon scepters that never 
break, upon expectations that are never disap- 
pointed. Lookin and see if there are not 
enough crowns to pay us for all our battles, 
enough rest to relieve all our fatigues, enough 
living fountains to quench all our thirst, 
enough glory to dash out forever and ever all 
earth’s sighing and restlessness and darkness. 
Battles ended, tears wiped away, thorns 
plucked from the bosoms, stabs healed, the 
tomb riven—-what a scene to look upon! 

Again: The door of heaven stands open for 
the Christian’s final entrance. Death to the 
righteous is not climbing high walls or fording 
deep rivers, but itis entering an open door. 
If you ever visit the old homestead where you 
were born and while-father and mother are 
yet alive, as you go up the lane in front of the 
farm house and you put your hand on the 
door and lift the latch, do you shudder with 
fear? No; you are glad toenter. So your 
last sickness will be only the lane in front of 
your Father’s house, from which you hear the 
voice of singing before you reach the door. 
And death—that is the lifting of the latch be- 
fore you enter the greetings and embraces of 
the innumerable family of the righteous. 
Nay, there is no latch, for John says the door 
is already open. What a company of spirits 
have already entered those portals, bright and 
shining! Souls released from the earthly 
prison house; how they shouted as they went 
through! Spirits that sped up from the 
flames of martyrdom, making heaveu richer 
as they wentin, pouring their notes into the 
celestial harmony, 

And that door has not begun to shut. If re- 
deemed by grace, we all shall enterit. This 
side of it we have wept, but on the other side 
of it we shall never weep. On this side we 
may have grown sick with weariness, but on 
the other side of it we shall be without fatigue, 
Un this side we bleed with the warrior’s 
wounds, on the other side we shall wave the 
victor’s palm. When you think of dying what 
makes your brow contract, what makes you 
breathe so deep and sigh? What makes you 
gloomy in passing a graveyard? Follower of 
Christ, you have been thinking that death is 
something terrible, the measuring of lances 
with a powerful antagonist, the closing 
in of a _ conflict which may be your 
everlasting defeat. You do not want 
much to think of dying. The step beyond 
this life seems so mysterious you dread the 
taking of it. Why, who tanght you this lesson 
of horrors? Heaven’s door is wide open, and 
you stop out of four sick room into those port- 
als. Notas long as a minute will elapse be- 
tween your departure and your arrival there. 
Not half so longas the twinkling of an eye. 
Not the millionth part of an instant. There 
is no stumbling into darkness. There is no 
plunging down into mysterious depths. The 
doer is open. This instant’ you are here, the 
next you are there. When a vessel struck the 
rocks of the French coast, while the crew were 
clainbering up the beach, a cage of birds in 
the ship’s cabin awakened, began to sing most 
siveetiy and when the last man left the vessel 
they were singing yet. Even so inthe last 
hour of our dissolution, when driven on the 
coast of the other world, may our disembarka- 
tion from this rough, tossing life be amid the 
eternal singing of a thousand promises of de- 
liverance and victory! 

For all repenting and believing souls the 
door of heaven is now wide open, the door of 
mercy, the deor of comfort, for the poorest as 
well as the weaithiest, for the outlaw as well 
as for the moralist, for Chinese coolie as well 
as his emperor, for the Russian boor as well as 
the czar, for the Turk as well as the sultan. 
Richer than al! wealth, more refreshing than 
all fountains, deeper than all depths, higher 
than all heights, and broader than all breadths 
is the salvation of Jesus Christ which I press 
upon your consideration. Come all ye 
travelers of the desert under these palm 
trees. Oh, if I could” gather’ beforo 
you that tremondoas future upon which you 
are invited to enter—dominions and _ princi- 
palities, day without night, martyrs under the 
throne and the four and twenty elders fall- 
ing before it, stretching off in great distances 
the hundred and forty and four thousand, and 
thousands of thousands, host beside host, rank 
beyond rank, in infinite distance, nations of 
the saved beyond nations of the saved, until 
angelic visions cease to catch anything more 
than the faint outline of whole empires yet 
outstretching beyond the capacity of any 
vision save the eye of God Almighty. Then, 
after I had finished the sketch, t would like 
to ask youif that place is not grand enongh, 
and high enough, and if anything could be 
added, any purity to the whiteness of the 
robes, any power to theacclaiming thunders 
of its worship.

— 
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A State’s Police Power.’ 

The police power of a state covers @ very 
wide field, and when it is judiciously exer- 
tised it enables a local government to suc- 
sessfully resist many of the evils growing out 
of federal usurpation and centralization. 

Our southern congressmen, and especially 
the representatives from Georgia, show wis- 
dom and an accurate knowledge of the lawin 
ppposing the original package bill. 

Despite the recent decision of the supreme 
court, the states have not become such weak 
and nerveless creatures as to need the per- 
mission of the general government to stop 
the importation and sale of original packages 
of liquor in prohibition communities. The 
passage of the house bill would be a delega- 
tion of power which the government has no 
right to grant, and it would be an altogether 
unnecessary measure. It would lead to end- 
less confusion, because it would establish a 
precedent under which a state could shut 
out origgnal packages of-all kinds of goods 
or products coming from other states. 

What, then, is the proper remedy for the 
original package evil? Itis simply to fall 
back upon the tremendous police power of a 
state, under which the original liquor pack- 
age business may be declared a nuisance and 
promptly suppressed. Unless it stretches the 
authority beyond any example in the past, 
the government cannot interfere with a state 
in the matter of dealing with what the local 
courts hold to be nuisances, 

Some of our states have gone very far in 
the enforcement of their police powers. In 
South Carolina, before the war, a free negro 
could not enter the state without being. im- 
prisoned or sent over the border. Even 
when the negro was born a free man in & 
New England state and went to Charleston 
in his line of employment as a sailor, he 
had to suffer the penalty. No process of 
law could release him. South Carolina ex- 
ercised her police powers, under which she 
held that the intrusion of free negroes from 
other commonwealths had a tendency to 
provoke breaches of the peace and a_ servile 
insurrection. So she summarily lecked up 
these black original packages, and although 
Phillips,Garrison and Greeley went into con- 
vulsions and denounced the constitution as 
a league with hell and a covenant with the 
devil, and raved about a higher law, they 
found themselves utterly powerless. 

We cannot afford to take the position that 
a state needs an act of congress to enable it 
to abate a nuisance. Any honest judge ina 
prohibition community will decide that the 
original package business is a nuisance and 
nothing else, and the police power can then 
simash it and send the offenders to prison. 

But suppose that a test case should be 
made and the federal supreme court should 
decide that the liquor traders had the right 
to proceed unmolested? Sucha decision is 
not to be anticipated even in these days of 
ignorant and loose bench law. ‘The fact is, 
the supreme court has gone just as far as it 
is willing to go in this matter. 

It is to be hoped that there will be a ma- 
jority against this bill or any similar measure 
when it comes toa vote. Ifthe measure is 
allowed to become a law it will be another

-ferwaré stride of centralization, and it will 


‘invite further legislat#on directed against 
the reserved powers of the states, 

We take this stand, not in the interests. of 
prohibition, but in the interests of home rule 
and local self-government. The original 
package business is an evil, because, if noth- 
ing else could be urged against it, the traffic 
is in defiance of the will of the people delib- 
erately expressed in their laws.. But it is 
an evil that the states can dispose of with- 
out federal aid. We have had a touch of it 
here in Georgia, in Whitfield andin DeKalb 
counties, but the authorities there showed 
in a few hours that they were able to quietly 
suppress the nuisance and prevent any 
further activity on the part of the liquor 
traders. Georgia has already shown that 
she is able to take care of herself, and her 
sister states will do well to follow her ex- 
ample. 


The Race Problem in Mississippi. 
The probable and possible outcome of the 


megro problem is attracting just now a great 


deal of attention in Mississippi, where the 
dangers growing out of the situation are 
more pressing than they are in some of the 
other southern states, 

It has been suggested by some persons— 
especially by a few southern editors, who 
take but a superficial view of a scrious mat- 
ter—that there is no such thing asa race 
problem; but the people of Mississippi know 
better. They know that they are con- 


_ fronted by a problem which is of an aggra- 


vyating and inflammatory nature. That 
problem is this: By what equitable and se- 


-®ure arrangement or adjustment can the 


people of the state save their government 
from the control of incapable voters—voters 
who have notthe slightest appreciation of 
the duties and responsibilities of citizenship, 
and who are citizens in name only and not 


. infact? 


This isa much larger problem than can 


be made to appear-on. paper, and it. is one 


with which the-whole :south will have to 
deal sooner or later. Its discussion is more 


* Betivein Mississippi just at present than 


elsewhere in this-section, owing to the fact 
that a constitutional conyention will shortly 
convene in that state, and it is proposed 
that. the people take advantage of that fact 
to adopt measures that will ‘protect them- 
selves against the results of incapable and 
ignorant suffrage, direeted and controlled 
by alien and unsympathetic influences, 

The most interesting suggestions of a 
remedy that we have yet seen comes from

of 1832, and on that line adjust the political 


forces of the state by a legislative apportion- 
ment which will invest the power to control 
by law the destinies of the state in constitu- 
encies that are capable of self-government. 
Mr. George admits that such an adjustment 
seems difficult, if not impossible, to make 
without disturbing to some extent the po- 
litical power in different sections of the 
state. , 
Under the constitution of 1832 the prin- 
ciple of city or town representation was 
recognized. Mr. George says that this prin- 
ciple might be extended so as to embrace 
other subdivisions of counties, the idea 
being the absolute necessity of proidving, 
in the face of a great and growing danger, 
the best constituencies attainable—safe con- 
stituencies in whom the legislative power of 
the state should be vested. Inthis way a 


responsible legislature could be secured. | 


This would secure the people of the state 
against irresponsible legislation in the hands 
of men chosen by incapable voters con- 
trolled by alien influences. 

Mr. George thinks the constitutional con- 
vention might go further than this, and 
secure by the same means a good and safe 
executive—leaving his election in the hands 
of the legislature. He further suggests that 
the other state officers may be elected by the 
same method, orthat the governor may be 
made responsible for the whole administra- 
tion by giving him the power to appoint the 
other officers. Mr. George also thinks it 
worthy of serious consideration whether in 
both state and county offices the governor 
should not have the power of removal when- 
ever, in his judgment, the public interest 
demands it, together with the power to fill 
vacancies by appointment. 

Mr. George’s suggestions are very inter- 
esting and important. In their constitu- 
tional convention, the people of Mississippi 
will have to provide for the future, and it is 
gratifying to know that the wisest men in 
the state are preparing to adjust the race 
problem in the interest of both races.

The Force Bill in the West. 

The New York Evening Post calls atten- 
tion to some of the probable results of the 
force bill in the west, and makes some sug- 
gestions.and gives some facts that lenda new 
interest to this vicious partisan measure. 

There is no doubt whatever that the bill 
has been concocted by the republicans with 
the idea that its provisions would never be 
appited to any congressional district in the 
north. ‘By republican congressmen and edi- 
torial writers it has been discussed as a 
purely southern measure which will never 
be put in operation in the north. This has 
been and is the republican idea; but it is 
well known that the democratic leaders have 
other views. Their programme, should the 
force bill become a law, is to see that it is 
putin operation in the congressional dis- 
tricts of the north, soas to give the people 
of that section a dose of the medicine that is 
intended for the south. 

The application of the law at the north is 
intended to be illustrative simply, but in the 
west its provisions may be practically and 
profitably applied. The Evening Post. points 
out that there is not the least doubt that ‘the 
congressmen of Michigan and of Ohio will 
be elected under federal supervision should 
the bill become a law. This will be insisted 
on by the prohibitionists, who claim that 
they have been cheated out of the adoption 
of prohibition amendments at state eleetions. 

But should the prohibitionists fail to do 
this, the democrats of Ohio and Michigan 
will be justified in calling for the application 
of the force law. The machinery of the force 
bill will be put in operation by the United 
States cirenit court. There are nine circuit 
judges, and the theory of those who are ma- 
nipulating the bill through congress is that 
these judges are all good republicans; but 
one of the judges is a democrat—a south- 
erner—and what the truly loyal call a‘‘rebel,”’ 
The name-of this ‘‘rebel’’ circuit. judge is 
Howell E, Jackson. He was appointed by 
Grover Cleveland, and, strange to. say, the 
circuit over which he presides includes the 
states of Ohio and Michigan. 

The force bill has been framed on ’ the 
theory that all the circuit judges are repub- 


licans, and that they will appoint republican ~ 


supervisors to take charge of congressional 
elections; but here is an exception that the 


author of the bill failed to take into consid- 
eration. Here is a democratic judge who, 
when application is made for the enforce- 
ment of the law in the congressional districts 
of Ohio and Michigan, will deem it his boun- 


den duty to appoint democrats as chief fed- | 


eral supervisors for the judicial districts of 
Ohio and Michigan. These democratic chief 
supervisors will, in turn, appoint three su-

In.a shoe factory at Lynn, Massachusetts, 
there is a remarkable operative.

In three 
years the young man had finished the high 
school cuurse. ‘Then he spent another year 
reviewing his studies. After this he went 
toa college and stood a test examination. 
He passed it with credit, but he took pains 
to observe in what branches his standing 
was low, and returned to his work and 
mended his education in its weak peints. 

This remarkable workingman continued 
his systematic study of college text books 
for four years. He found out what was re- 
quired at all the college examinations and 
took pains to come up to the standard. He 
elected a few special branches, such as po- 
litical economy, and neglected nothing. At 
the end of four years he spent another year 
reviewing, and a professor after examining 
him declared that no college in the country 
had graduated a better educated man, 

This self-made scholar is now an overseer 
in the shoe factory, and could be the super- 
intendent, but he dechined the position be- 
cause it would leave him less time for study. 

Some people will wonder why a working- 
man spentso much time and labor in ac- 
quiring an education. The student has 
frequently talked on the subject with his 
friends, and he claims that his education has 
strengthened his mind and character, and 
given him a vast amount of satisfaction and 
enjoyment. He enjoys a rich intellectual 
life, and tempting opportunities of promo- 
tion are opening before him. Social barriers 
have been broken down and statesmen, col- 
lege presidents and society people seek his 
companionship. Some day his voice may be 
heard. in our national councils, or he may 
write a book that will create a sensation. 

A workingman with brains and applica- 
tion can stick to his daily tasks and yet risé 
very high in the intellectual and social 
scale.

REV. DR. SAMUEL BENEDIC?’S SUB- 
JECT ¥KSTERDAY. 


Gcience, He Says, Has Not Weakened; But 
Rather Strengthened, the Influence of 
the Gospel in the Land. 


‘““~T do set my bow in the cloud, and it shall 
be fora token of covenant between me and 
the earth.’”’ Genesis ix, 13. 

“The Bow of Promise!" 

That was the subject of the sermon at St. 
Luke’s yesterday forenoon by Rey. Dr. Samuel 
Benedict, formerly of Georgia, but now of 
Cincinnati. 

._The church was crowded, many of those 
present having been parishioners of Dr. Bene- 
dict at Savannah or at Marietta years ago. 

The sermon was a masterful and eloquent 
effort—ono of the ablest delivered here in a 


long while. 

“The text,’”’ he said, ‘furnishes an illustra- 
tion of the effect that science, rightly appre- 
ciated, has upon religion. Until 300 years 
ago it was believed that eacy rainbow in the 
heavens was a special manifestation of God’s 
goodness and power. People avoided, as sac- 
rilegious, any investigation to account forit 
by “natural causes. It was God’s work— 
science had nothing to do with it. 

“But 300 vears ago the archbishop of Spalatro 

roved that the rainbow was caused in every 
instance by the diffraction of light in passing 
through globules of« water suspended in the 
air. He showed that artificial rainbows could 
be produced upon the same principles. There 
was a great protest against this doctrine. rhe 
orthodox said it was to. diseradis- the py: o— 
that it destroyed God's word. But it didn't, 
though the scientitic explanatfon w ed parang 
correct. God’s power is recognized in the 
rainbow today as fully as it was 500 years ago, 
and it is regarded just as rev erentially, and its 
spiritual significance is the same. 

Other ex xamples were used. The doctrine 
that the earth is round was at first thought to 
discredit the Bible and to threaten the exist- 
ence of the Christian religion. So with the 
discovery that the earth revolved, instead of 
remaining stationary. So with many truths in 
astronomy. 

The moral deducted was that science could 
not destroy the Christian ger but rather 
must have an opposite eftec Scientific re- 
search is to be encouraged, a no fear need 
be felt as to the result. 

The sermon was a scholarly review of a 
peculiarly interesting subject, original in 
method, conservative in its sentiment and 
eloquent and forcible in expression. 

It was listened to throughout with marked 
Interest. 

Dr. Benedict remains in Atlanta until Dr. 
Barrett ee ee the first of September.

The Ending of a Long and Useful Life Spent 
-in Ministering to the Lils of His Fellows — 
—An Account of His Career. 


Dr. Robert Campbell Word js dead. 
After a two months’ illness he passed peace- 


fully away at his home in Decatur, yesterday | 


morning, at 2 o’clock. 

About two months ago he was attacked with 
a complicated affection of the liver and heart. 
He visited a watering place in North Carolina, 
where he spent a few weeks, and from thence 
he returned to Salt Springs, where he remained. 
for a short time, but experienced little or no 
benefit, and returned to his home in Decatur 
in a helpless condition. 


During his illness, Dr. Gaston and other: 


physicians of this city, as well as those of De- 
catur, ministered to his wants, but in spite of 
all their attention and the most careful nurs-

ing, he continued sinking, and for several days 
all hope of saving his life has been given up. 

Yesterday morning, surrounded by members 
of his family and devoted friends, he passed 
peacefully away. 

Dr. Word was a South Carolinian by birth, 
but in his youth his mother moved to Cass- 
ville, Bartow county, Georgia, bringing with 
her the boy who was destined to carve out for 
himself an honored name in the state of his 
adoption. 

Choosing the profession§of medicine, he re- 
ceived a most thorough education at the Au- 
gusta Medical -c ollege, and atter graduating 
there he attended the medical department of 
the University of New York, where he gradu- 
ated with distinction. 

Prior to the war he settled in Rome, Ga., 
and soon rose to a leading position among the 
physicians of northwest Georgia. 

After the war hecame to Atlanta and fre- 
mained here for two orthree years, and then 
removed to Decatur, where he spent the re- 
mainder of his hife. 

He was the first man who came to the aid of 
Dr. Powellin the founding of the Southern 
Medical college sf this city, and was professor 
of physiology in that institution up to the date 
of his death. He was also professor of physi- 
ology in the dental department of the college. 

In the lecture room he was emi- 
nently successful, combining a brilliant 
and well-trained mind with ‘powers 
of rare eloquence, and many a successful 
physician owes much of his suecess to the 
knowledge imparted by. this eMinent. educa- 
or during his labors in the old Southern 
Meiical college. 

With Dr. T. 8S. Powell, Dr. Word was long 
associated as business editor of the Southern 
Medical Record, now owned by Dr, D. H. 
Howell, which he bronght up toa very high 
standard during his long serviee as editor: and 
manager. His writings were clear and logi- 
cal, andinthe realm of progressive medical 
thought he stood the peer of any writer in the 
country. 

He took much interest inthe founding of 
the Agnes Scott institute, at Decatur, and 
since its foundation has been one of its most 
earnest and faithful supporters. 

During w residence of twenty years in De- 
catur he lived the life of-a Christian gentle- 
man and-was well-beloved by every person in 
the town, as well as by hosts of friends in this 
city and elsewhere who loved and respected 
him for his many manly virtues. 

He was an elder inthe Decatur Presbyterian 
church for many years, 
most active and earnest workersin the church, 
which is noted for its faithful and active mem- 
bership. 

Not a household in Decatur but what he has 
visited in his ministration, and not a family 


but what feeis a deep personal loss in his- 


death. 

He was a favorite with the children of the 
Presbyterian Snnday school, in which he was 
ever an enthusiastic worker. 

Dr. Word was sixty-five years of . 
was related to many distinguished Georgia 
families. Fle leaves a widow and five grown 
children: Rev. Julius P. Word of Qeitman, 
Mr. Arthur W. Word of Rome, Mrs. Theo.

Some EARLY GEORGIA History.—One of the 
most thorough and accurate historians in the state 
is Judge James T. Nisbet, of the executive de- 
‘partment. He is particularly well posted upon 
the early history of Georgia. At one time he in- 
tended writing a complete history of the state, and 
actually finished eeveral chapters, beginning with 
the first settlements. 

*No man in history,” remarked the judge three 
_or four days ago, ‘has been more thoroughly mis- 
‘represented than Oglethorpe. He has been giori- 

fied as the founder of the state, a philanthropist, 
and what not. Heis gerterally believed to have 
been ashrewd man, as well, in business affairs, 
with some military genius. He is. represented 
somewhat like Washington—a character of uni- 
form excellence, with no faults to speak. 

“Now, all that’s erroneous. 

“I have never been able to find what Oglethorpe 
did do for Georgia. 

“IT doubt very seriously if there was any philan- 
thropy at the bottom of it all, either. The colon- 
ists were thin-shanked tailors and played-ouat 
tradesmen in prison for debt—people who had 
nothing to,lozse by agreeing to come. After they 
werejover here, the coast of Georgia and the 
Savannah river were patrolled to see that none of 
them escaped. 

“Three things were prohibited in Georgia—rum, 
papists and negroes. “It i8 Jargely upon this 
prohihition of s!avery that his reputation as an 
advanced thinker and a philathropist rests. 

“But the truth of the matter is that on the 
Carolina side of the Savannah river Oglethorpe 
owned an immense plintation ‘stoeked with 
slaves. He, in common with the ‘other Carolina 
planters, wanted a white barrier’ between the 
slaves and freedom. Why? Because to the south 
were the Spaniards and on the Weat were the 
French, ready to receive these runaway slaves as 
free citizens and even to organize them into regi- 
ments. Boththe Frenchandthe Spaniards en- 
couraged these escapes te harass the Carolina set- 
tlers. To stop that, Oglethorpe founded this white 
barrier to hold in the slaves. Of course, if a ne- 
gro were seen passing. that country it would be 
known certainly that he was a runaway, and 
the colonists were bound to capture and return 
him. 

“Not only that, .but.»Oglethorpe: signed 
with the Indians. the... bloediest fugitive 
slave law known in history. The a Indians 
were offered so much ‘for the ‘return ofa live 
negro to the trading post on the Savannah; anda 
legser reward for the head of a dead negro. 

“Of course this was of vast benefit’ to the slave 
holding interests of Oglethorpe and others in 
South Carolina. 

“His colony was a business failure and a moral 
shame. 

“That Oglethorpe had no deep interest in Geor- 
gia is shown by his course in the struggie for 
independence. He was a man of infliu- 
ence in England, but his business interests there 
dictated his course, and when the pinch came he 
abandoned Georgia like he would a pollution. 

“The real history of Georgia, particularly in its 
colonial days, is yet to be written.”
